Les Compagnons to Present 
French Folklore in Song

The French popular song was 
long left out in the cold and regard- 
ed as a poor relative amongst the 
artistic circles. Up to 1939 it was, 
as folklore, the exclusive field of 
youth ihovements and, in its mod- 
ern form, the property of a few 
artists of which the more represen- 
tative were Àlàurice Chevalier, 
Charles Trenet -aiid Edith Piaf.' 

In the past few years, the French 
popular song has undeniably' un- 
dergone a revival; It has recaptured 
a large audience. The t^plabei, of 
"Les Compagnons de la\cKîuuon" 
in this resurrection . Is second to 
none. 

Interpretation— — . - 
This talented group was fojm)ed 
during the war. Nine yobffl men'/ 
non-professional singers, gathered 
their friendship, their good will 
and their good taste. At the start, 
they borrowed the belter part of 
their repertoire from the heritage 
given by the French Folklore, an 
inexhaustible source. Success re- 
warded the young artists, who re- 
ceived general; acclaim in Paris. 
The reasons for this success? The 
appeal of a young, smiling, sympa- 
thetic team, the harmonious qual- 
ity of thoir voice, the sprightly 
and witty interpretation and the 
fact that the popular song is in- 
nately and solely composed to be 
sung by a group where personali- 
ties merge, not by a single- artist. 

"Les Compagnons" then added 
numerous modern songs to their 
repertoire. Their happy collabora- 
tion with Edith Piaf resulted, the 
promotion of, amongst others, "Les 
Trois Cloches", "Les yeux de ma 
mere", which now enjoy in France 
handled with success' "Mes jeunes 
années", by Charles Trenet, and 
'II picut", by Roch' and Aznavow. 

To their choral ability, the "Com- 
pagnons de la chanson" add a re- 
markable gift for pahtomlme. One 
simply must see "Au clair 'de la 
Lune", which is executedj^à j a 
witty charm.'a smiling mlschievôus-

Liberals Hit' 
Government 
Rent Increase 

The Federal Government acted In 
an arbitrary, manner on the recent 
rent increases was the general opin- 
ion at the weekly meeting of the 
Liberal Club held In the New Room 
of the Union yesterday. Resolutions 
on the matter were brought for 
ward and discussed. Two. résolu, 
lions were pasicd. 

Mojjt of the members felt that the 
guvcrnmcnt has acted arbitrarily in 
this matter, and thought that the 
controls should: have been gradually 
lessened or dropped altogether. 
However, one of the members felt 
th.it the Cabinet knew all the facts, 
and they wanted to remind the 
country thai the controls weren't 
permanent. 

Frank Hughes, Second Vice-pre- 
sident, said that with rent control 
many landlords got*, money by 
charging for, the key and for decor- 
ating. The real revenue coming to 
the landlord of low-rental districts 
haj been decreasing, while the cost 
of -living has gone up. The first 
increase since, before the war was 
last year which still was not enough 
for these landlords. Low-rental 
tenants don't feel the urge of mov- 
ing out and building for them 
selves. 

A member pointed out that 
superior courts .-nust be impartial 
it they are to be fair. They cannot 
bp when the party who appointed 
t!)e judges asks them to settle some- 
thing such as the rent problem. 
The government is Just trying to 
evsde the Issue. .

"The Bible has been by far the 
most influential book In the his 
tory of mankind," said. Or. Fer- 
guson' yesterday. '.-.His .' topic was 
"The Bible and the Ordinary Man. 

From .the Reformation to 50 or 
60 years ago the Bible was the final 
authority In faith and morals, and 
to some extent in History and 
Science. It was woven iiito the 
everyday walk of life, and every 
one accepted it. 

"The whole situation has radical- 
ly changed," said Dr. Ferguson, 
"it is now unknown and Ignored." 
The democratic civilixatlon of the 
west Is built on free thoughts from 
the Greeks, and faith - and /morals 
fromMlie'Blble; - '- 

Dr. Fergusson gave^ree reasons 
for this change in ittUudeiJ.owards 
the Bible. Our hurried and- rapid 
age takes little time to read -great 
literary works like the Bible, mod 
ern thought impregnated with mod 
em science often disagrees with the 
Bible. The study of the Bible has 
not kept in pace with advances in 
other fields. Our knowledge of 
the Bible, he said, was on the Sun- 
day School level. 

"Our modern age constantly Is 
asking questions," he said, "they 
are. not in the least .satisfied as to 
what was accepted before." For 
over 100 years now many of the 
best brains in Europe and America 
have spent their lives .stud;^Ing the 
Bible. They have thrown^ljièjljitht 
of scientific research dn''tn^,Bn)Ie, 
if this knowledge was better known 
and applied, the Bible would still 
hold for us the divine word. 

The Bible Is a collection of two 
outstanding books. The Old Test 
ament reached a higher notion of 
Gqd than any other book In the 
world. It Is an inspired record of 
the Hebrews. The prophets wrote 
to show how God had guided the

freedom. 

The man who took his place at the sports desk 
wrote as follows: "For the precious privilege 
of writing this column according to the dictates 
of our conscience, for the continuance of clean, 
honest sport without prejudice because of race, 
creed or color, this paper and this community is 
forever and unforgettably indebted to this young 
newspaperman' who lived a life dedicated* to 
clean sportsmanship and died that his convic- 
tions might be preserved. We can erect no 
monument that would gladden his heart as much 
ns the enshrinement of Truth and Faith in our 
hearts, in our minds and in our lives." '

Lt. Col. John McCrae 
paused amid the ruin and began to 
write— "In Flanders fields the pop- 
ples blow between the crosses, row 
on row," snd his written thoughts 
developed Into thé beloved poem 
of the army. 

Tomorrow, Canadians again re- 
member John McCrae's chsllenge 
to hold the torch high and keep 
faith. For John McCrae embodied 
in his life arid wilihgs itie.^irlt 
of Canada. 



ly at the enemy ahead and at the 
bodies which lay about our feet. 

It'a not the same that the bodies 
lie under neat crosses on a' piece 
of high ground above the beach — 
at Beny-Sur-Mer where the Cana- 
dians are burled, at St. Laurent 
where the Americans forever stand 
vigil high over Omaha Beaehi and 
at Bayeux where the British lads 
rest These cèmetëriés are a béauti- 
fui sight. 

But the stranger returned wishes 
there was some way, without dis- 
rpspeet for these gallant dead, that 
the bodies .could bê on the beach. 
Then thia would not.be a sightsee- 
ing tour; this would be a pilgrim- 
age for peace. And . this place 
would be a thrlnc and not a show. 

Five years ago there were bodièf 
rolling in with the surf, because a 
substantial percentage Of the swim- 
ming tanks foundered 600 yards 
offshore. There were the bodies of 
men who worked waist deep in the 
face of ■point-blank Gernum fire 
to remove the mines from the ap- 
proaches to the beach in advance 
of the little ships. When they were 
hit they slumped into the water 
and . were - washed up. . 
They Wei-e Beys 
The barbed wire on the béach 
is bare and ruated now. You can 
see how it was strung in a siimu 
circle before the German eupola In 
order to protect the Nazi gun 
crew. Five years ago. men lay on 
the wire, face down, rows of them 
so nea^y arranged, like boys fallen 
on their stomachs in response to a 
gym Instructor's command. The 
bitter fact was that, they were 
boys. Only the young and the 
strong went in on D-Dsy. 
This little town where the Cana- 



dians landed ort thi left' flank of 
the Antericana is a béach resort. 
There are no great hotels and 
casinos, no fashionable people. It 
is One of the countless gray 'towns 
on the French cOast which cornés 
alive for threè' nionthé' In' àummér 
when thé Parié wàgè-eiràir's wifé 
and children, arrivé, lo' spend » 
m6dest holiday in a boarding 
house. 

They are here now, sitting on 
those parts of the béaéh that are 
clear ôf broken littlé ships. There 
are others .here, people who come 
in eàrs from Paris to look at the 
beaches. They are gay people as 
they approach, for people on a 
holiday are always gay. But their 
joyousness has fled when they step 
on tho beach. They can see how the 
German guns commsnded the open 
beach^:'*0:Close,to: the water's edge 
that bullëlsitjeiHtf 
Perhaps theyWféef^ffielhtng of 
the terror of the men who came 
up to the beàeh five yearj ago, 
knowing that many of them must 
die In the next 20 or 30 .seconds.

They csn feel something of thtt 
tclrror. But net eneugh. .Th* sight 
6^ ehildfen pUyiftg^Jiijidj^btheri 
sitting under bééètt^^lmittlutl 
doesn't providé Qtiité the atmèS' 
phère. 

They csnnot feel nesrly enough 
of that terror. If théy did, the 
world would be changed. It isn't 
changed. On^ wishes , there were 
some way the bodies could be left 
on the beéeh. The dead looking 
down wouldn't mind. If they £ould 
fight once more perhaps this is 
the way they would choose to 
finiih the high task on which they 
were érigagéd. 



A Fellow in Pathology. <fr |I<gCnU 
University and pathologist to^the 
Montreal General Hospital prior to 
his inllstmeni in 1914, Dr.' 'McCrae, 
like thoussnds of Canadians in 1914, 
and 1939, met ,thc challenge.; 

The son of Lt. COl. David 'McCrae 
was born at Guelph in )894. His 
writings and actions are close to 
the thenic of army life and war. 
With the announcement of war in 
South Africa he immediately Join- 
ed the ranks. 

After receiving his B.A. from the 
University of Toronto in 1894 and 
subsequently his M.D., he was ap 
pointed a Fellow in Pathology at 
McGill University. Later he be- 
càmè physician to the Alexander 
HospitRi and assistant physidaVst 
the Ro^al Victoria Hospital. 

His famous poem which symbol 
ized for soldiers and civilians alike 
the desolate waste of war, was writ, 
tén in April, 1015, when the enemy 
was in full cry 6f victory. All that 
remained for the Germans was to 
occupy Paris and it was this drive 
which fell upon Canadians at Ypres 
whéré Dr. McCrae was stéilonèd 
With thé Fiirst Cénadian contingent 

Thé dally séériés of death and 
terror which inspired thé poéÀi 
were later described by Majôr Oén< 
eral E. W. B. Morrison, C.B., 
C.M.O,, D.S.O., who commanded the 
Brigade at the time. He ssid: 

"This poem was lilei-slly born of 
fire and blood during the hottest 
phase^ of the Second Battle, of 
Ypres. My headquarters' were' in a 
tréneh on the top of the bank et 
the Ypres Canal and John had his 
dressing station in a hole dug at 
the foot of the bank, 

"During periods in the battle, sician, poet and soldier of Canada. 



men who were shot actually rolled 
down the bank to his dressing sta 
tlon. Many times during the 16 
days of battle, he and I' watched 
them burying the dead of thé regi< 
ment whenevër there was a lull, 
Thus the crosses, row on row, gréw 
into a good-sized cemetery. Just 
as he describes, we often heard the 
lark singing between the crash of 
the shell and the reports of the 
guns in the battery beside us." 

From thé poet-physician himself 
came a more vivid picture of his 
life among the men who died that 
we may live in freedom. From a 
diary-letter written to his mother 
during the Ypres battle, Dr. Mc- 
Crae wrote as follows:' 
« -» ♦ 
Friday, April 23rd, 1915. 
"As we moved up last evening, 
there was heavy firing about 4.30 
on our left, the hour at which the 
general attack with gas was made 
when the Fretich line broke. We 
could see shells bursting over Yprès 
snd we were Ordered to halt for 
orders. As we. sat /on.. thé' road we 
began to see the" French stragglers 
—men without arms, wounded men 
teams, wagons, civilians, refugees- 
some by the roads, some across 
country, all talking, shouting— the 
very picture of debacle." 

"They streamed on and shouted 
to us scraps of not too inspiring in. 
formation while we stood snd took 
our medicine, and picked out gun 
positions in the fields in case we 
had to go" in there and then. The 
men were splendid; not a word; 
not a shake, and it was a terrific 
test. Traffic whizzed by — tnibu 
lances, transport, aiQmunltlon, sup 
piles, despatch riders — and the 
shells thundered into tho town. Wo- 
men, old men. little children, hope 
less,, tearful, quiet or excited, tired, 
dodging the traffic — and the 
wounded 'alone or in groups. So 
the cold moonlit night wore on 
no change save that' the towers of 
Ypres shower up sgainst the glare 
of tha city burning." 

It was against this béckground 
that br. John McCraa looked up 
teroA M fj ^ Job of mending mangled 
bSSiesFihd wr6te "In Flanders 
Fields," published for the first time 
In Punch on December 18th, 1915, 
Just two months prior to the poet's 
death It thé Generàl Hospital in 
Boulogne.

Another successful symphonic ma- 
tinee was presented by Les Concerts 
Symphoniques under the direction 
of Dr. WUfrid Pelletier this Satur- 
day at Montreal High School. The 
programme this week consisted of 
the William Tell Overture by Ros- 
sini. Symphony No. 4 in G minor 
by Mozart and a selection from 
Vilia-Lobos' Bachlanas Braslleiras 
No. 2, namely the Toccata arranged 
by Calplra. 

Remarks on the unusually pros- 
perous, life of Rossini as céntrast- 
éd with that of other composers 
durmg that era, and on the form 
of the William Tell Overture — a 
suite of four movements, comprised 
the conductor's opening address. 
"The performance itself seemed to 
lack enthusiasm on the part of the 
orchestra. 

The main work on the programme 
was Mozart's Symphony in G niinor. 
Undoubtedly among the most beau 
tifiil and popular of his composl- 
lins, this symphony and the E flat 
and C major symphonies were wril 
ten in a matter of three weeks in a 
un desperate attémpt by Mozart 
to save himself from starvation, Dr, 
Pelletier compared Mozart's life 
with that of Rossini, one full of 
poverty and misery, the other 
hf ppy and carefree. The symphony, 
clearly reflecting court life in the 
eighteenth century, was played with 
piinderstandlng. 

Villa-Lobos' descriptive Toccata, 
an Imitation of a Journey In a typi 
cfll Brazilian train, was interpreted 
ver> effectively, with the clarinet 
doing a fine imitation of the 
screeching of the brake. Then Dr. 
Pelietier, aided by the orchestra, 
asked the audience some questions. 
After psrticular • selections were 
played, they were repeated with 
thé omission of certain vital instru- 
ments. The audience then guessed 
the Identity of the Instruments In 
question. 

As a special added feature Dr. 
Pelietier introduced Miss Randall, i 
prospective member of the Metro 
politan Opera. Mis Randall, an ex 
ceptlonally talented singer inter 
pieted an aria from Act I of La 
Trfeviata and generously added 
three other sélections — Let My Song 
Fill Your Heart and Italian Street 
Sonp by Victor Herbert, and songs 
My Mother Taught Me by Dvorak.

In Roman mythology the red 
poppy was the symbol of death 
dedicated to Somnus, the god of 
sleep. For centuries the red popi^y, 
which gr6ws wild in Europe, has 
been afiâdétèd 'With the. batUe- 
iità^iM tvaopt, ési)éelally Fltn« 
'dé^i.'^élfé It Irowa abundéntly In 
the whéàt'aad uncultivated fields. 

Poppleiiigrew profusely on thé 
bsttlefleldS.of this Urritory and the 
superstitious people believed thé 
red flowers came from the blood of 
the 'slain. Throughout the cen- 
turies writers referred to the pro- 
fusion pf . popples that sprang up 
on the battlefields of Ramlllies, 
Landen, Fontenoy and Waterloo. 

The association of the red poppy 
with the battlefields of the First 
World War was largely the result 



of the popular poem, "In Flànders 
Fields," by Colonel John McRae, 
Canadian physician, soldier and 
poet, whe died of pnéumonlâ in 
France in 1011. The poem was 
péneuiéd on a pege lorn from a dii- 
pateh boek by Celbnél McRee dur- 
ing a liiil iia éï 18 déys et fluting 
at thé Séèend Btttle of Ypi//.' 

The idea of utilizing th ./jpoppy 
for ssle as an emblem of remem- 
brance on Armistice Day ,was or- 
iginated by the British ' Legion. 
Their ^tf'tj^onpyîiPay!! was held 
in mil mJ^^i^Gmkdh by the 
women|i^â||^Ûidren of the devas- 
tated 'ar^s^t France, Since then, 
however, disabled veterans hsve 
manufactured the poppies. Càn- 
ada first obsérvéd "Poppy Day" on 
Nov. 11, 1923.
